And howſoever hitherto they haue eſtcemed of him as a 
falſe prophet, a deceiver, yet hath he been to them but too true a 
Prophet in all their calamities both firſt and laſt.

rards, and vſurpers, yea theeves, and robbers, and that in the 


. higheſt degree of theeveric that may be,even robbing God of his 


honor,which he wil-not impart to any other:itremaineth yet fur- 
there to demonſirate the ſame by his life, death; reſarreRion, aſ- 

ecntion, with all other accidents, and circumftances accordingly 
tb be obſerved , which may make this miſtery more & more ma-

and authoritie, withour eyther feare or flatterie of any mans per- 
ſon,rebuking all mens finnes even to their faces, which(I fay Jpro» 
cured him ſuch a general! hatred. It tooke away no one ſpiricuall 
point of Moſes law (but the ceremoniall onely and provinciall, 
which by the comming of the Meſſiah was to be taken away)yca 
rather revived, interpreted and made perfe& the fame, corrupted 
much by the Iewes falſe interpretations and gloſſes. That (as they. 
taught) commaunding external obſervance onely,this adding in- 
ternall obedience alſo. Far whereas thar enjoyned (according to 
the letter, and as they interpreted) to loue our neighbours and 


friends, and no further: this adjoyneth love alſo your enerarsbleſſs 


thers that curſe you Math. 5. 43. Where that prohibited aRually ro 
commit adulrerie,8& no more (as they imagined) chis forbiddeth 
the adulterie of the eye and of the verie hart. And ſo of all the reſt 
of the decalogue our Saviours doarine is nothing elſe but a moſt 
exaR and fincere expoſition, according to the true intent of the 
Law-giver God the father.

And after qefecin 
much curning and winding manic waies, at length reſolved upon oracutor, 
two principall points, or cauſes thereof. The firſt, for that in his- 
tyme there was more ſtore of wiſemen then before,whoſe anſwers 

0X IF might ſtand in ſteede of Oracles : and the other, for that perhaps 
-F the Spirits accuſtumed to yeelde Oracles, were by length of ryme 
growenold and dead. Both which reaſons, in the common 
ſence of all men muſt needs be falfe: & by Plurarch himſelf cannot 
Rand with probabilicie. For firft in his books, which he wrote of 
the lines of auncient famous men, he confefſeth, that in ſuch kind 
of wiſdome as he moſteſteemed, they had not their equals amon 
their poſteritie. Secondly, in his Treatiſe of Phyloſophie he pat- 
ſeth it for aground, that Spirirs can not dyc or waxe old. And- 
therefore of neceſlitie there muſt be ſome other cauſe yeelded of 
the ceaſing of theſe Oracles : which can not be but the preſence, 
and commanderment of ſome higher power : according to that | 
ſaying of S. Iohn : for #0 this end and purpoſe appeared the ſorne of God, 1 Toh.3, 
to wit, that, be might deftiroy the Works of the drvel.

*© beſieged with foldjoars, then knowe yee, that, her deſoletion is at hand. This. 


forctold Icſus of the miſerie, that was to fail upon Teruſalem,and 
vpon that people ( by the Romans) when the Icwes ſeemed to be 
in moſt lecuritie, and greateſt amitie with the Romans : when 
they could awaie with noother government but that : We bane 
no king but Ceſar, he that, waketh bimſcIf a King Spraketh againit Ceſar , 
and conſequently at that tyme, they might ſceme in all humane 
xcaſon, to haue lefſe cauſe then ever ro miſdoubt ſuch calamities, 
And yet how certaine and aſlured foreknowledge , aud as it were 
-moſt ſenſible feeling, Icſush ad of theſe miſerics , he deelared by 


thoſe pitifull teares he ſhedde upon fight and conſideration of les 


ruſalem( as before is mentioned ) when he wept over it 2 as alſo 
by that tender ſpeech he uſed to the women of thar citie, who 
wept for him as he was ledde to be crucified, perſwading them to 
weepe rather for t2emſclues and for their children, (inreſpeR of 
the miſeries to followe ) then for him. All which prophecies, 
and predictions of [eſus, with ſundrie other his ſpeeches, fore

Phlegon
